It  is  reported  that  Mr.  A.  E.  Gordon, 
of  the  New  Brunswick  Times,  has  been 
selected  by  the  President  for  the  United 
States  Marshalship  of  this  State,  but 
that  the  appointment  will  not  be  made 
until  District  Attorney  Keasbey’s  term 
expires,  which  will  be  in  a  few  days, 
when  Mr.  Job  H.  Lippincott,  of  Jersey 
City,  will  be  nominate  to  succeed  him. 

Reports  from  the  mines  of  Cooper, 
Hewitt  &  Co.,  in  the  upper  part  of  Pas 
saic  county,  are  very  encouraging.  Three 
hundred  tons  of  iron  a  week  are  being 
shipped  from  the  Charlotteburg  mines, 
and  the  firm  can  dispose  of  more  ore 
than  it  can  mine  and  more  iron  than  it 
can  manufacture.

Labor  Items. 

Cohoes,  (New  York)  spinners  are  not 
satisfied  with  the  ten  per  cent  increase 
offered,  and  are  thinking  of  insisting  on 
ten  per  cent  more. 

The  strike  of  the  silk  weavers  of  Do¬ 
herty  A  Wadsworth,  in  Paterson,  was 
ended  yesterday,  the  weavers  returning 
to  their  looms  at  an  increase  of  ten  per 
cent 

Tlie  Knights  <>f  Lalior  have  undertak¬ 
en  to  arbitrate  1-  rween  the  Terra  Cotta 
Works  Company.  of  Perth  Amboy,  and 
employees  of  that  corporation.  A  year 
ago  the  company  had  reduced  wages 
seventeen  to  twenty-five  per  cent.,  but 
had  not  lowered  the  selling  prices  of 
their  goods.  Manager  Hall  promises  to 
settle  the  matter  equitably. 

The  Knights  of  Labor,  of  Trenton, 
cleared  $8,500  by  the  fair  which  they 
held  recently  in  Masonic  Hall.  The  total 
receipts  were  over  $11 ,000.  The  Knights 
weht  in  to  realize  $10,000,  but  they  are 
not  at  all  discouraged  over  the  result,  as 
they  consider  $8,500  a  very  respectable 
portion  of  the  amount  hoped  for.  A  build¬ 
ing  committee  has  been  'appointed  and 
the  members  will  look  for  a  site  whereon 
to  erect  the  proposed  temple.  The  money 
still  needed  for  the  enterprise  will  be 
raised  during  the  coming  Summer,  when 
a  two  days’  picnic  will  be  held,  and  also 
an  excursion  to  the  seashore. 

A  public  meeting  was  held  last  week 
in  Buffalo  under  the  auspices  of  the  Buf¬ 
falo  Lodge  of  the  Brotherhood  of  Loco¬ 
motive  Fireqien.  Three  of  the  grand  of¬ 
ficers  of  the  brotherhood  were  present. 
Mayor  Becker  welcomed  the  grand  offi¬ 
cers.  Grand  Master  Sargent,  of  Terre 
Haute,  Ind.,  in  his  address,  stated  that 
the  brotherhood  which  was  organized  12 
years  ago,  now  had  15,000  members  and 
in  12  years  bail  paid  out  $447,000  to 
beneficiaries.  Grand  Secretary  and 
Treasury  Debs,  of  Terre  Haute,  said  the 
order  desired  harmony  between  capital 
and  labor.  Its  members  would  meet 
their  employers  half  way  anil  preferred 
the  settlement  of  differences  by  arbitra¬ 
tion.  The  firemen  do  not  ask  better 
treatment  from  their  employers  than  the 
latter  receive  from  them.  Grand  Vice- 
Master  Hannigan,  of  Chicago,  spoke 
briefly  on  the  growth  of  the  order.  The 
meeting  was  one  of  a  number  that  are 
held  at  intervals  for  the  purpose  of  giving 
the  public  greater  information  of  the  ob¬ 
jects  and  benefits  of  the  order  for  social 
purposes.  The  meeting  was  well  at¬ 
tended. 

The  Christian  Union,  in  a  notice  of  the 
trouble  at  the  McCormick  work,  says : 

We  do  not  know  what  special  objections 
the  workingmen  have  to  the  four  non-un¬ 
ion  men ;  for  aught  we  know  they  may 
be  of  a  character  calculated  to  contami¬ 
nate  their  fellows.  But  if  tlie  fourteen 
hundred  union  saints  cannot  protect  them¬ 
selves  against  the  corrupting  influences 
of  the  four  non-union  sinners,  either  the 
saints  must  be  veay  weak  or  the  sinners 
very  strong.  It  is  a  great  mistake  for 
workingmen  to  depend  on  a  “  draft”  to 
keep  up  their  trade  organizations.  This 
may  have  been  once  necessary ;  it  is  no 
longer.  The  trade  union  should  be  a 
purely  voluntary  organization:  and  it 
should  act  so  efficiently  in  promoting  good 
habits,  regular  industry’  and  intelligent 
capacity,  and  in  discouraging  all  needless 
controversies,  that  the  employers  them¬ 
selves  shall  be  compelled  to  prefer  union 
to  non-union  men.  The  progress  is  in 
this  direction ;  and  so  long  as  it  is  so, 
patience  is  wisdom.  The  workingman 
cannot  in  the  long  run  gain  anything  in 
his  battle  against  despotic  control  over 
himself  by  attempting  to  exercise  despotic 
control  over  his  fellow.  To  day  public 
sympathy  is  unmistakably  with  the  work¬ 
ingmen  ;  but  they  can  easily  alienate  it  by 
making  unjust,  unreasonable  demands, 
which  they  cannot  afford  to  do;  for  the 
sympathy  of  the  public  with  them  is  their 

real  power.
